the Khedive not to proceed with the 
ceremony. Eyoub Pasha then disclesed 
the substance of the firman, the nature

left Constantinople.

CHINA’S BACK UP. 


How Minister Blair Came to Be an 
| Obnoxious Person. 


The Diplomatic Correspondence Published 
—The Celestials Very Sore Over the 
Passage of the Exclusion Act 
and Want Its Repeal. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasuinoton, April 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press,| The Senate today made 
public the correspondence transmitted 
by the President touching the declina- 
tion of the Chinese government to re- 
ceive Hon. Henry W. Blair as United 
States Minister. The correspondence 
begins with a cablegram from the Chi- 
nese government to the Chinese Min- 
ister saying that Blair had bitterly 
abused China while in the Senate and 
was conspicuous in the passage of the 
Exclusion Act and that, therefore, 
China deemed it inexpedient to receive 
him and requested to have a persono 
grata appointed instead. 

On June 15, in an interview with the 
Chinese Minister, Mr. Wharton sug- 
gested that perhaps his government had 
acted without full knowledge and re- 
quested a reopening of the case for con- 
sideration: 

On June 22 Mr. Blair, in a letter to 
Mr. Wharton, denies abusing China or 
the Chinese and asserts that he was 
always their friend. On June 22 Mr. 
Blair tendered his resignation. 

On June 28 the Chinese Minister re- 
plied to Mr. Wharton’s suggestion, say- 
ing that the Viceroy directed him to 
state that Mr. Blair was not popularly 
regarded in China. The Minister re- 
cited portions of Blair’s Congressional 
record and showed the real objection 
to be resentment at the passage of the 
Scott act while a treaty was being con- 
sede the act having a very bad effect 
in China. The Minister said if the 
President or Secretary of State would 
repeal the law and put again in force 
the treaties the sitnation in China 
would be changed and Mr. Blair would 


be well received if the President 
asked it, 
On July 9 Mr. Blair withdrew his 


resignation and on July 15 Mr. Blair 
writes Mr. Wharton that it appears 
that it is hisGovernment, which is non 
grata tothe Chinese government and 
that he (Mr. Blair) will be received, 
whenever the United States shall have 
purged itself of its offense. 

The correspondeuce closes with a let- 
ter from Wharton to Denby in which he 
says that Mr. Blair was infuttousty mis- 
represented. Mr. Wharton admits that 
the incident is closed so far as Mr. Blair 
is concerned by the resignation which 
the President had accepted.

Waco (Tex.,) April 8.—At Jackson’s 
Lake, sixteen miles south of here, ina 
tent made of an old quilt a woman and 
four children were found last evening 
nearly nude and living on cornmeal 
mush, fish and frogs. The mother said:

During the proceedings he suddenly 
produced an article of cylinder shape, 
which had the appearance of a dyna- 
mite cartridge. He explained to the 
crowd that it was an infernal machine, 
and as he was tired of life he intended 
-to blow himself and others in the build- 
ng to pieces. At the same time he 
made a motion as if to put the object in 
the midst of the crowd. There wasa 
stampede by the alarmed spectators, 
and the judgeand clerk of the court 
fied from the room in terror and sought 
a place of safety. They refused to re- 
turn until assured that there was no 
danger. 

The article, which looked like a cart- 
ridge, proved to be a banana. 

It was stated today bv Ravachol’s at- 
torney that the former had made a con- 
fession, although innocent, in order to 
shield his comrades.

MELBOURNE, April 8.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Itis believed that 
the trial of Deeming will prove one of 
the most interesting that has ever taken 
place anywhere inthe world. As stated 
in these dispatches the defense will be 
insanity and many experts will be called 
to testify as to the species of madness 
with which his counsel claims he is af- 
flicted. No denial has vet been made 


by the defense that Deeming 
did not commit all the murders 
attributed to him. In. fact, his 


counsel, by his tacit admissions at 
the coroner’s inquest, shows that he be- 
lieves his client is at least guilty of 
killing his wife, with which murder he 
is charged, but claims that owing to 
congenital influences he is not responsi- 
ble for his homicidal mania. Efforts 
will be made to procure a prolonged 
adjournment of his trial in order to 
enable witnesses to come from England 
to testify as to the state of the prison- 
er’s mind when he was a boy.

The Horse Thieves Repulse Their Assail-< 
ants, Who Lose Eight Men in the 
Encounter—More Fighting 
Expected Soon. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


Hevrna (Mont.,) April 8.—| By the As- 


sociated Press.] A dispatch from Dil- 
lon announces that a battle occurred 
two days ago between horse thievesand 
cattlemen on the Montana side of the 
Windy River country. The cattlemen 
becoming exasperated by depredations 
of horse thieves began an organized 
search for the robbers and found a 
large party entrenched‘in winter quar. 
ters. They attacked them and were 
repulsed, losing eight killed and many 
wounded. ‘The robbers also lost heave 
ily. The place where.the fight is said 
to have occurred is isolated and news 
of the fight would not reach outside 
places for several days. 

In 1884 an expedition was formed 
and men started out in June and cleaned 
out the thieves and hung sixty men. 

Casper (Wyo.,) April 8.—A courier 
from the seat of war arrived here today 
and reported that an army of Pinker- 
tons and §cattlemen, who are after the 
‘rustlers’? are in camp at Narrows, 
about seventy miles north of here. 
The army is well supplied with ammu- 
nition and supplies. The rustlers made 
small ranchmen believe itto their in- 
terests to oppose the army, andifa 
fight occurs it will be a desperate one, 
It is believed the fight will take place 
not iater than Saturday, as the rustlers 
are prepared and they think the army 
will show no quarter. 

Another army of cattlemen is re- 
ported to be on its way to reinforce 
the first one. No one doubts that cate 
tlemen from Texas and Montana are 
combining in an effort to crush out the 
rustlers. If both armies of cattlemen 
are now in the field they will undoubte 
edly turn the battle, but the rustlers 
defy either parties if attacked by but 
one at a time.

If there is a thing we enjoy above 
anything else it isto agree with an ad- 
versary.

Here in the category laid down by 
the Herald there are a few positive 
accomplishments before the war, and, 
since that event, what? A most formid- 
able array of negatives! Only one 
positive thing proposed in all these 
thirty years—the acquisition of a navy. 
And when that idea was taken up by 
the Republicans and carried forward 
well toward accomplishment it was 
suddeniy checked by the Democratic 
party, which repented of its one posi- 
tive idea. No wonder our contem- 
porary is struck by its own array of 
negatives, and says: ‘‘Perhaps the 
greatest service the Democratic party 
has been to the country of late years 
Aies in what it has prevented.”’ 

There may be a good many differ- 
ences of opinion as to the great service 
which the Democratic party has per- 
formed for the country by opposing 
everything in sight.

It 
should have added the Democratic oppo- 
sition to every subsequent proceeding 
intended to preserve the fruits of that 
war, and toconfer civil rights upon the 
negro, 

But these are points in the history of 
the great Democratic party which the 
average Democrat is bashful about 
mentioning. The Herald is excusable 
for its significant omissions. 

There area good many more histor- 
ical points which might be produced 
concerning the Democratic party, but 
it will be found that practically all of 
the positives came in before the war, 
and, since 1861, about everything has 
been negative.

-VIOLENTLY INSANE. 


J. E. Durkee Again a Raving Lunatic-Oat- 
break Last Nicht.

A FLAT DENIAL. 


Mr. Carran Denies the Statement Attri-.

BAY STATE DZMOCRATS. 


Their Convention Indorses Cleveland for 
the Presidential Nomination. 

Boston, April 8.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The Democratig State Conven- 
tion for the choice of four delegates to 
the national convention at Chicago met 
at Tremont Temple this forenoon. The 
convention was called tg order by Sec- 
retary Buckley of the Democratic State 
Committee. 

The Committee on.Credentials re- 
ported 323 towns and 28 cities repre- 
sented by 1931 delegates. 

Hon. Edward Avery of Braintree was 
unanimously chosen as permanent chair- 
man. 

Mr. Avery, upon taking the chair, 
addressed the convention at considera- 
ble length. He reviewéd the history 
of the Vemocratic party in this State 
for many years; toki how it had fought 
undismayed by defeat, unawed by force, 
unseduced by promises for places of 
power or of honor; undisturbed by 
sneers and scoffs; outvoted, but never 
disheartened or corrupted, until today 
Massachusette is placed among the 
doubtful States. his opinion she 
could soon be moved into thé coiumn of 
States certainly Democratic. Taking 
up the silver question, the speaker said: 

No Massachusetts Democrat in Boston or 
in Washington, in private life or in Can. 
gress, hesitates to express himself on the 
silver question. We are thankful.that the 
danger of the passage of a e coinage act 
seems for the present to be averted. Some 
voters who contributed to this result may 
have voted froin ~pure_ patriotism, some 
from pure politics and some from pure sat- 
isfaction with the existing law. From each 
I accept the result with gfatitude and 
forego all criticism of their motives. We 
are equally opposed to the existing law and 
to the proposed law. The existing law is a 
Republican measure and we hold the Re- 
pubNcan party responsible for it and for 
all its attendant evils. iz

President Eliot of Harvard Given 
an Ovation. 

An Excursion of Notables to the Top 
of Mt. Wilson. 


Mt. Harvard Duly Christened With 
Imposing Ceremonies. 


The News of a Day Briefly Summed Up— 
Personal Notes of Interest—Batch 
of Brevities Interesting to 
Pasadenians,

‘“Rah-ra-ra, rah-ra-ra, rah-ra-ra, Har- 
vard.”’ 

The familiar yell of the famous Univer- 
sity issued from half-a-hundred lusty 
lungs on the front veranda of the Ray- 
mond Thursday afternoon as Charles W. 
Eliot, Harvard’s distinguished president, 
made his appearance, preparatory to a 
trip to Camp Wilson, near:the summit of 
Mount Wilson, 

The scene Wasa brilliant one. In front 
was drawn up a Raymond tally-ho, gar- 
Janded with smilax looped up with stream- 
ers of crimson—the Harvard color—while 
the four prancing steeds were decorated 
with plumes of white and crimson. The 
veranda was thronged with guests, and 
when President Eliot appeared in company 
with Walter Raymond, the popular pro- 
prietor of the big hotel, andthe other dis- 
tinguished gentlemen who were to accom- 
pany him on the trip, a genuine ovation 
was accorded him. Photographer W. H. 
Hill, who accompanied the party as speciai 
artist, pictured the group, after which the 
travelers drove off with the Harvard cheer, 
that sounded like the genuine article back 
on Cambridge commons, ringing in their 
ears. 


The trip was not for pleasure only, but 
had to do with a matter of no less impor- 
tance than the establishment of a photo- 


graphic telescope on Mount Harvard, one 
of the most prominent peaks of the Sierra 
Madres. The trip- was conceived and 
planned by Mr. Raymond in order to afford 
President Eliot opportunity so inspect the 
ground in person. As is customary with 
whatever Mr. Raymond undertakes, every- 
thing was conducted on a liberal scale, auu 
the guests found before their return that 
every possible provision had been made for 
their pleasure and entertainment. 

The complete party as finally seated, ' 
the tally-ho, was made up as follows: Presi- 
esident Eliot, Walter Raymond, Dr. A. E.

As before stated the object of the trip 
was to furnish President Eliot an opportun- 
ity to inspect the proposed site for Har- 
vard’s new photographic telescope. It will 
be remeinbered that several years ago Har- 
vard placed an instrument of this descrip- 
tion, with a 13-inch lens, on Mt. Wilson for 
experimental purposes. The idea was to 
keep it there three months and then trans- 
portitto.Peru. So successful was the ex- 
periment that the instrument was allowed 
toremain over a year where the old ob- 
servatory now stands. Then it was moved 
to Peru with the object of comparing re. 
sults. Since that time a New York lady has 
donated a'‘liberal sum to Harvard for the 
construction of a new instrument witha 
24-inch glass. Thisinstrument is now in 
process of making and will be completed 
within a year. A suitable site for the glass 
is what President Eliott is looking for. 

Itis universally conceded by those at all 
conversant with the subject that Southern 
California turnishes the best site for as- 
tronomical observation in this ‘country. 
So eminently satisfactory were the results 
obtained from the former instrument that 
it has been a foregone conclusion that the 
new instrument would be located near by. 

After the Mt. Wilson Toll Road Compan 
had purchased the summit of Mt. Harvard, 
giving them a total of 240 acres command- 
ing the most desirable spots in the vicinity, 
they offered Harvard ten acres with water 


locate the telescope there. This offer is 
now before the university in writing. 

No sooner had President Eliot reached 
the summit than he expressed his gratifica- 
tion at the outlook. He was very agree- 
ably surprised at the extent and grandeur 
of the scenery, and when night had fallen 
he was especially impressed with the favor- 
able character of the atmosphere for as- 
tronomical purposes. To THE TIMES re- 
porter President Eliot said that in locating 
an observatory two cardinal points are to 
‘be considered—thefextent of the horizen and, 
as De expressed it, “the wobbling of the 
atmosphere.’’ In the latter respect Mt. 
Wilson had been found to be well nigh per- 
fect. Dr. Winship was emphatic in the 
opinion that Mt. Harvard is the place to lo. 
cate the observatory. He was enthusiastic 
also in his praise of the scenery, which in 
his estimation far surpassed tnat of the Yo- 
semite. He considered the journey to the 
summit equal in picturesqueness and scenic 
attractions to that to the famous Glacier 
Point. 

At breakfast yesterday morning Presi. 

dent Eiiot in response to a toast briefly 
stated the pleasure the trip had afforded 
oim. He had also received much instruc- 
tion. With reference to the photographic 
views taken by the telescope on Mt, Wiison 
he said they were the most satisfactory of 
any in the possession of the university and 
oe intimated as strongly as is ssible 
without absolutely committing himself 
that the new tventy-four inch glass 
will be located within sight of Pasadena 
as s00m as completed. Dr. Winship ex- 
pressed his gratitude to President Eliot for 
aaving afforded the other guests the pleas- 
ure ef the trip through the inspiration of 
ais presence. He said that nothing adds 
30 much to nature as the charm of person- 
uiity. The trip, he added, had been one of 
-he most enjoyable and instructive he had 
:ver taken and wouid ever be a green spot 
in his memory. Mr. Raymond predicted 
the establishment of the telescope on Mt.

At the last meeting of the Board of Su- 
pervisors, by vote of Lord, Victor and 
Crane voting. aye and Johnson and White 
voting no, a right-of-way was granted to 
Samuel Merrill to construct, maintain and 
operate electric, horse or mule cars along 
the road of San Bernardino county, from 
the southern limits of Colton, on Seventh 
street, at the intersection of Colton avenue, 
south along Colton avenue, over the Santa 
Ana River and along the same road to the 
boundary line of Riverside. Theconditions 
are that the expense of strengthening the 
bridge, grading the highway, draining the 
road, etc., shall be borne by the grantee 
and the work done under the supervision of 
the Supervisors. The road is to be com- 
menced within,a year and five miles of it 
compl¢ted within eighteen months, the en- 
tire line to be constructed and in operation 
prior to April 7,1895. By permitting the 
road, or any part of it, to remain unused 
for a period of six months or more at anv 
time after its completion the franchise 
shall be declared forfeited. The roadbed 
shall be uniform and symmetrical and not 
have trenches along the side. There shal) 
be two-inch plank crossings at the intersec. 
tion of cross-roads, to be twenty feet wide. 
The water ditches are to be properly bridged 
and protected. The rate of fare is to be 
made reasonable. 

A protest from the city of Riverside was 
received, asking that the above franchise 
be not granted, as it is along the only road 
of direct communication between Riverside 
and Colton. The protest stated that the 
city of Riverside would deny any franchi
